•Bill No. 8 op 1958 

A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
service of the financial year 1957-58. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation Act, 1958. Short title. 

[2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be Issue ofRs. 

5 paiid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 ^.i^A 000 
of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of four Consolidated 
hundred and ninety-two crores, nineteen lakhs and seventy-eight for the 
thousand rupees towards defraying the several charges which will year 1957-58 • 
come in course of payment during the financial year 1957-58, in 
10 respect of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of Appropn'a- 
the Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated ti0n ' 
for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation 
to the said year. 


•The President has, in pursuance of clauses (1) and (3) of article 117 
of the Constitution of India, recommended to Lok Sabha the introduction 
and consideration of the Bill.

This Bill is introduced in pursuance of article 114(1) of the 
Constitution of India, read with article 115 thereof, to provide for 
the appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund of India of the 
moneys required to meet the supplementary expenditure charged 
on the Consolidated Fund of India and the grants made by the Lok 
Sabha for expenditure of the Central Government, excluding 
Railways for the financial year, 1957-58.

Bill No. 7 of 1958 

A Bill to continue the Control of Shipping Act, 1947, for a further 

period. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 

1, This Act may be called the Control of Shipping (Continuance) 
Act, 1958. 

2. In sub-section (3) of section 1 of the Control of Shipping Act, 
1947, for the figures “1958”, the figures “1960” shall be substituted.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Control of Shipping Act, 1947 (26 of 1947), will cease to be in 
force on the 31st day of March, 1958. This Act ensures by a system 
of licensing that the available tonnage on the Indian coast is used to 
the best advantage of the country and helps in the implementation 
of the Government’s policy of coastal reservation for Indian shipping. 
The provisions of the Act are required on a permanent basis and have 
been included in the Merchant Shipping Bill, 1958, which is now 
pending in Parliament, As that Bill is not likely to be passed into 
law before the 31st March, 1958, it is proposed to extend the life of 
the Act for a further period of two years.
